Phone Company 
Extends Lines 


Arkansas Cities to 
Have More Tele- 
phone Facilities 


Southern Arkansas cities will have a 


lot more telephone facilities when the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone - Com- 
pany and other telephone companies 
get through stringing wire and in- 
stalling equipment for the Second 
Army maneuvers. 


The Army requested the Southwest- 


ern Bell company to string some 1000 
miles of wire (requiring 125,000 pounds 
of copper) between various towns in 
the maneuver areas. But in addition 
to that, and in anticipation of greatly 
increased public use of the telephone, 
especially for long distance calls, the 
Southwestern Bell company is prac- 
tically doubling its circuits between 
the more important towns and outside 
centers such as Little Rock. 


Seven telephone construction gangs 


from Kansas arrived in Magnolia over 
the week-end to assist five Arkansas 
gangs and five Oklahoma gangs in 
providing the necessary circuits. More 
than 100 telephone linemen and other 
employes now are at work in the 
maneuver areas.

State revenue officials are making 


a careful survey of all cars and trucks 
m the Hope and- Hemgstead county 
area and the owners of out-of-state 
vehicles who have been in Arkansas 
for more than ten days without re- 
porting to the local revenue office 
are being required to purchase Ar- 
kansas tags for their cars. 


The Arkansas law provides that any 


one moving into the state for a tem- 
porary stay and taking up gainful 
occupation, may operate their pas- 
senger cars on the 1941 tags of their 
home slate for a period of thirty days 
provided they report to the county 
revenue office and execute thc re- 
quired affidavit within 10 days after 
first entering the state.

Canned Meats 
Are Popular 


Are Served Cold 
in Sandwiches 
or in Salads 


It's a lucky cook who has a shelf of 


canned meats to draw on in the sum- 
mer time since canned meats arc not 
only popular summer fare but also 
are quickly and easily prepared, says 
Miss Mary Claude Fletcher, county 
home demonstration agent. 


Canned meats, in addition, are a 


valuable asset 
in keeping summer 


meals interesting since they can be 
served in a wide variety of ways, Miss 
Fletcher says. 


In this regard. Miss Mary E. Long- 


head, of the University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture, suggests that 
canned meats can be served cold in 
sandwiches or salads or used in pre- 
paring delicious meat and vegetable 
stews, in meat pies, or with dumplings 
and noodles. 


In preparing canned meats, the Ex- 


tension specialist in foods find nutri- 
tion says, the flavor will be improved 
if the meat is opened at least an hour 
before it is to be cooked. After the 
meat is opened, 
and 
before it is 


emptied into the cooking vessel, it 
should be set in warm water to melt 
the fat. If browned meat is desired, 
all the liquid and fat should be drain- 
ed away, and the meat rolled in flour 
and browned in hot fat. 


Canned meat, if heated at least 10 


minutes, will be sufficiently cooked 
to make it safe when used in stews, 
pies, and meat loaf or browned in hot 
fat. 
If the canned meat is to be used 


cold in sandwiches or salads, it should 
be cooked, after benig removed from 
the can, for 10 minutes in boiling 
water, then cooled. 


One of the most popular ways of 


preparing canned meat, Miss Longhead 
says, is in combination with fresh 
vegetables, since the vegetables re- 
move some of the "canned" taste and 
give a more desirable flavor to the 
meat.

Science Has 
New Plans for 
the Potato

the science that mnkcs farm products 
take strange forms,'now offers Amer- 
ican motorists tato-gns, distilled in 
part from n snclf of lowly spuds. 


Idaho chcmurglsls have been ex- 


perimenting with the potato-fortified 
gasoline for four years and now pro- 
nounce it marketable. 


Besides its use in gasoline, alcohol 


produced from potatoes ,they s;iy, is 
a good paint mixer. It can be used in 
dissolving dyes, in making munitions, 
in anti-freeze mixtures find for other 
industrial purposes for which other 
alcohols now arc used. 


Thus a new field is opened for 
i> 


product grown in almost every state, 
and of which there was such a sur- 
plus from American farms last yeai 
that 30,000,000 bushels had to be fed 
to cattle. 


In Idaho potatoes rank third, behind 


wheat and hay, among the state's Icad- 
ing'proclucts. 


Nearly Half Was Unsold 
But even an Idaho potato can't take 


a roasting like the one it got last year. 
Idaho farmers raised 32,860,000 bushels 
and almost half of the crop was un- 
sold. 


Even in a normal season about 15 


per cent of the crop is unsalable, 
falling below U.- S. No. 2 grading. 


And so in 1937 Idaho financed a 


potato alcohol plant at the University 
of Idaho experiment station at a cost 
of about $40,000. 


A year later the first gallon of po- 


tato alcohol was produced. It wasn't 
long before motorists in Bonneville 
county enthusiastically reported that 
tato-gas, a combination of five per 
cent potato alcohol and 95 per cent 
gasoline "has plenty of pep." 
The 


gasoline finally was distributed among 
hundreds of motorists for tests. 


Later the plant turned out a $35,000 


order for alcohol to be used by the 
government in dissolving dye. 


The plant was closed this year after 


its staff had reported its experiments a
